Accepts Bids 


On Equipment 


The Elba City Council opened 
bids last week on the purchase 
o! three new pieces of equip- 
ment, Joe Money Machinery Co. 
of Montgomery was low bidder 
on all three items and the coun- 
cil voted to go ahead with pur- 
chase plans 

The three new pieces of 
equipment include an asphalt 
kettle for heating asphalt used 
in patching damaged streets at 
a bid price of $1,377.00. Also 
a curbing machine at $2,155. and 
a concrete mixer for $773. 

The council received a re- 
port from thé firm working on 
the 20 year airport master plan. 
The planners advised the coun- 
cil to hold off on rebuilding the 
hangers destroyed in the recent 
storms until the master plan was 
approved. It was noted that this 
would insure the proper place- 
ment of the hangers with the long 
time prospective of the 20 year 
plan. They alsourged the coun- 
cil to hold off on selling three 
acres of land to Wilco Truck 
Rentals at $1,250 per acre for 
the same reasons. 

The council had previously 
voted to sell Wilco 3 acres pro- 
viding they built a building in 
12 months and providing it met 
approval of airport regulations. 
That agreement, which includ- 
ed a buy-back clause at the same 
price if Wilco ever quit using, is 
now held up awaiting the com- 
pletion of the airport 20 year 
pfan. 

A short period of time was 
spent reviewing plans for $100, 
000 of paving and resurfacing on 
Elba streets this summer. 

The councilmen voted to hold 
their next meeting on July 2nd 
(Monday) rather than the regular 
meeting on July 3rd.

Really 
this writer can say I told you so! Several years ago when 
the idea was part of the promise of many politicians, we said 
it wouldn’t hold up in court and now that has been done. 


Watergate - oops! Sorry I mentioned that word. I guess ey- 
eryone is as tired of hearing it as lam. All these “facts” 
that are being presented and if you accidently listen closely 
thinking it might really be news you find that someone SAID 
that someone else SAID it was a fact. Or you can take Mar- 
tha Mitchell's approach her husband is being picked on! 


The chicken farmers are sure getting the attention they want- 
ed with the killing of many thousands of baby chicks. By the 
time this gets into print the Humane Societies will probably 
have their machinery in motion to stop the practice but the 
growers will have the publicity they wanted anyway. A re- 
presentative of a poultry firm in Georgia said that the more 
they produced the more they lost, and that an’t good in my 
way of thinking! 


With the price freeze and the increasing cost of living on ev- 
eryone’s mind, listen to these thoughts. A local grocery store 
manager told me several weeks ago that meat rationing and 
“bacon under the counter” was not too far off for us. Many 
Elba housewives remember the war years when you only got 
bacon if you were a friend and good customer of the butcher! 
Now this newspaper’s Washington “Hotline” told us Monday 
that the government “is getting frantic about heading it off” 
Also don’t look for lower food prices this year. With feed 
grain short and high farmers must have more money and the 
grocer is now getting less than 1% (.9) and can’t absorb any 
more increases. 


A good side of the freeze for us is that the post office came 
back and said our mailing charges would not go up until after 
the 60 day freeze. It wasn’t our remarks last week that cau- 
sed the about face but the remarks of editors across the na- 
tion pooled together I reckon 


While on the post office, listen the 10¢ letter (replacing 
the 8¢ letter) is now targeted for early 1974, no later than 
March. 


It was a pleasure for me to hear that the Elba Recreation 
program will, for the first time this year, include a pro- 
gram for the Dixie Youth boys who are NOT All-Stars.

Crash Of The TU-144 


REPRESENTATIVE BILL DICKINSON 


A few weeks ago the Rese- 
arch and Development Subcom- 
mittee of the House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee went to the 
International Air Show a few 
miles outside of Paris. Wealso 
visited the U.S. Nuclear Sub- 
marine Base at Rota, Spain and 
the U.S. Air Base at Torrejon, 
near Madrid. It was a most 
interesting and informative trip 
and very helpful to those of us 
who must keep abreast of the 
latest developments in aircraft 
technology. 

One new development that we 
saw was a helicopter that will 
do both a loop and a roll-- a 
feat considered impossible by 
many until just recently. We 
saw jet planes take off verti- 
cally, fly sideways and even 


backwards and then come back 
over the field at 700 miles per 
hour. The new U.S. Navy F-14 
was there and performed -- 
showing us what we are paying 
$15 million a copy to construct. 

But perhaps the biggest at- 
traction of the entire show was 
the fierce competition between 
the British-French SST (Super 
Sonic Transport), the Concorde, 
and the Russian SST, the Tu- 
polev or TU-144. The general 
public was not allowed on board 
the Russian SST, but our sub- 
committee was. Our experts 
told us the Russian plane was 
not only larger, but was by far 
the most advanced technologi- 
cally. The Russians have de- 


veloped and were using navi-

From time to time in the 
summer months we experience 
power failures and the lights 
go out. The Master talked some 
about light. He said, “I am the 
light of the world; he that fol- 
loweth me shall not walk in dark- 
ness”. (John 8:12) The word wh- 
ich Jesus uses when He speaks 
of Himself as “the light of the 
world” signifies sunlight; the 
word which He uses when He 
refers to John the Baptist as 
“a burning and a shining light” 
Signifies lamplight. In this 
bold affirmation Jesus claims 
to be the true, original, crea- 
tive light, which is to the spi- 
ritual world what the sun is to 
the natural world.

Veterans Using 
GI Bill 
Set Record 


During the seven years that 
G. I. Bill training has been 
available to Vietnam Era Vet- 
erans, the number of trainees 
has far. surpassed the total 
of the 13 - year Korean Con- 
flict programs, and the number; 
in college has approached the 
record set by the 12 year 
World War G. I. Bill. 

The current bill became ef- 
fective June 1, 1966, for all 
men and women with military 
service since January 1955 and 
more than four million per- 
sons have taken advantage of 
its provisions. 

The Korean Conflict bill en- 
rolled 2.4 million veterans be- 
tween July 1952 and January 
1965 andthe initialG. I. Bill 
available to the 15.6 million 
veterans of World War ii, en- 
rolled 7.8 million between 1944

decay, 


and 1956. 

College level trainees under 
the current program have to- 
taled more than two million 
and the World War II aggre- 
gate of 2.2 million college en- 
rollees is expected to be sur- 
passed during the fall semes- 
ter. 

Only 1.2 million veterans 
went to college under the Ko- 
rean Conflict bill. Fewer than 
30 percent of World War Ii 
G. I. Bill trainees studied at 
college level compared to more 
than 50 percent under the pre- 
sent program. 

Success of the current pro- 
gram is helped by a number 
of new and liberal provisions 
which include “free”  entit- 
lement to veterans who need 
high school or other prepar- 
atory work to meet college en- 
trance requirements, tutoring 
at VA expense, and full edu- 
cational entitlement on comple- 
tion of a military tour, regard- 
less of its length. In addition, 
unprecedented efforts have been 
made to encourage veterans 
to take advantage of their bene- 
fits. 

Veterans Administration ed- 
ucation programs for disabled 
veterans and dependents of vet- 
erans have grown also. During 
the past year these education 
assistance programs for the 
first.time reached 19,000 sons 
and daughters of deceased and 
seriously disabled veterans. 

Under the special vocational 
rehabilitation program for dis- 
abled veterans, 8,000 entered 
training during the past year.

When six miles from Concord, at Lexington, 
seventy armed men stood their ground on the village 
green and the British army fired the first shots. They

The battle aroused the colonies and, by the end of the 
summer, the power of the royal governors was destroyed 
and provincial congresses were formed. The idea that in- 
dependence was essential to freedom became widely ac-

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First this week a little aft- 
erthought of the Coaches’ All- 
America game held at Lubbock, 
Texas, last Saturday. Stars 
were many, and the performan- 
ces that were expected from the 
high draft choices were excit- 
ing. But never before have no- 
names figured in the outcome of 
an all-star game as they did 
in this one. For instance, who 
is Ray Knight of William and 
Mary? He was the leading re- 
ceiver in the ballgame, and you 
can bet your boots that the New 
York Jets know who he is, if 
nobody else does. He is now 
their property and Sonny Wer- 
blin must have broken into a 
Sly grin watching Knight per- 
form. 

A subject I have heard much 
discussion about recently in 
local circles concerns summer 
baseball programs. Just how 
much competition is good for 
a boy between the ages of 9 and 
12, 12 and 14, or 14 and 18? 
It’s quite a complicated ques- 
tion, and of course only opin- 
ions answer it. Can kid lose 
his competitive edge by the 
time he matures as an ath- 
lete if he is fed too much com- 
petition during his grooming 
stage? If not, is he affected 
physically by the chance of 
hurting an arm or a leg and 
thus not be able to become the 
star athlete he might have been? 
These are a few questions ask- 


S 


ed mostly by parents of these 
youngsters, 

* On the subject of competi- 
tive edge, if I may borrow an 
overused term ~- It should be 
taught to an athlete, in my op- 
inion, from start to finish. If 
you play to lose, what’s the 
purpose of putting on your sp- 
pikes? All great athletes, young 
or old, have a true craving to 
win in competition. Conceded 
is the fact that they are fair 
in doing so, and don’t go out 
of their way to injure anyone 
else for the purpose of win- 
ning. But the point is, the 
young athlete should not lose 
his competitive edge by being 
overly exposed to competition. 
If he has potential of being a 
great athlete, will to win will 
grow as his body does, with 
every game he plays, In sh- 
ort, to heck with playing for 
the exercise. Push-ups and 
jogging are exercise, but no- 
body wins. Playing in a great 
deal of games as a youngster 
may only affect competitive edge 
positively. 

The physical effect that too 
much competition can have on a 
young athlete is a different sit- 
uation, but one which I think is 
completely in control by rules 
in, for instance, our Dixie Youth 
Baseball program. It’s com- 
monly agreed upon that a young 
athlete may “wear out” his arm 
physically if he pitches too much 


auring a short period of time. 
But there are rules that take 


care of this problem. Now may- 
be they are legally or illegal- 
ly violated by coaches waiting 
to the second or hour that a 
young pitcher must sit out to 
pitch again, then using him to 
win an important ball game. 
But, getting down to “brass 
tacks”, the coach should know 
his players well enough to know 
when they are leg or arm-wea- 
ry, and he should bein complete 
control of when to use them and 
when not to. Putting it simply, 
a very small percentage of ath- 
letes are negatively affected by 
physical strain put on them at 
a young age. 

Parents become involved with 
games when they should be en- 
joying what they are watching 
and not sweating it out. This is 
the big negative effect on the 
children, not the effect that 
competition has. Naturally a 
parent wants his child to suc- 
ceed, but the root of most votes 
against these baseball organiza- 
tions is the parent. ‘rhat’s what 
coaches are for, and they are 
the parent from the first pitchto 
the last. 

In closing, there are pros and 
cons to any sports organization. 
The question is notas simpleas 
“Is it good for my child?” It’s 
as good or bad as the coach and 
the parent make it.

The Lowerys have sev 
‘eral fishout ponds, and Rex 
told me that last week one man 
caught 150 pounds of catfish in 
one afternoon. The recent hea- 
vy rains have hurt his ponds 
some, but none of the ponds br- 
oke over. 

Lowery mentioned to me that 
they could not make as much 
profit on catfish in fishout op- 
erations or in the restaurant 
because the costs of the cat- 
fish feed has practically doub- 
led the past year. 

Folks from all over the coun- 
try are eating at their restau- 
rant. Every time I visit the 
Lowerys, I am reminded again 
of the value of hard work and 
the desire to serve the people 
as the key ingredients to suc- 
cessful business. 

CORN 

] was interested in corn pro- 
duction in Coffee County in rec- 
ent years. Our average yields 
for the past years are as fol- 
lows: In 1965, we averaged 42 
bushels per acre. That same 
year Houston County averaged 
44 bushels. In 1966 we avera- 
ged 33 bushels and Houstonalso 
averaged 33. in 1967 we ave- 
raged 40 bushels and Houston 
County averaged 45. In 1968 
Coffee County had an average 
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of 29 bushels per acre and Hous- 
ton 33 bushels. In 1969 our 
county averaged 27 and Hous- 
ton averaged 26. That was a 
very dry year for corn, In 
1970 our yield was 27 bush- 
els and Houston County’s was 
28. In 1971 Coffee County ave- 
raged 47 bushels per acre and 
Houston County averaged 48 
In 1972 we averaged 42 bush- 
els and Houston County ave- 
raged 38 bushels 

Our yields in Coffee County 
and the Wiregrass are direct 
ly dependent upon the weather 
Whether we average 50 bush 
els per acre in a given year 
or 25 is determined by the am 
ount and timeliness of rainfall 
This year if we get rainfall 
in early July, we will make some 
excellent corn in Coffee County

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Farmers Urged 
To Use 


Sanitary Landfill 


Coffee County Agent Tom 
Casaday says there are several 
thousand insecticide, herbicide, 
fungicide and fertilizer contain- 
ers in Coffee County which need 
to be disposed of. The sanitary 
landfill at New Brockton, which 
has been in operation over six 
months, has designated a spe- 
cial area for these containers 
to be buried. If possible, far- 
mers are requested to take all 
these old containers tothe land- 
fill in New Brockton. The land- 
fill is open five days a week dur- 
ing working hours to accept th- 
ese items and others 

Farmers may dispose of these 
containers on their own property 
but must see officials at the 
County Health Department in 
Enterprise or Elba to obtain 
permission and get instruc- 
tions on burial 

“If your local container is 
full,” says Mr. Casaday, “pl- 
ace your household garbage ina 
bag on top ofthe container. Lar- 
ge items should be brought dir- 
ectly to the landfill and not pl- 
aced in the container near your 
home. Additional containers for 
your use are being provided as 
needed,” 

Plans are being madetoclean 
up all existing dumps. Coffee 
County is the only county in 
this area where a charge is 
not made for the garbage pick- 
up service. Probate Judge Jam- 
es Sawyer and the county com- 
missioners ask for cooperation 
and suggestions in improving 
the garbage pick-up program.

WATERING PLANTS 

June, July and August canbr- 
ing a period of stress onour sh- 
rubs, trees and lawngrasses as 
well as annuals and perennials 
If rainfall becomes scarce and 
plants indicate a need for water, 
then water thoroughly once a 
week 

Too often plants are sprinkled 
rather than watered. Much of 
the moisture evaporates rather 
than penetrating the soil down 
into the root zone. 

The wise gardener will use the 
garden hose without the nozzle 
on shrubs or flowers planted in 
beds, planters, etc. Lay the hose 
end in the bed and allow a slow 
stream of water torun for oneor 
more hours to soak the bed. Less 
water will be wasted through 
run-off if a slow easy flow of 
water is used. 

For lawn areas, watering is 
best done by using lawn sprink- 
lers. Leave them in a location 
long enough to moisten the soil 
to a depth of at least six to eight

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POISON IVY 

You may have handled poi- 
son ivy last year and escaped 
without an itch, but don’t push 
your luck. No one is perma- 
nently immune to poison ivy, 
or oak or sumac. 

Your next meeting with this 
pesky plant could take place in 
your own back yard, as well as 
in the woods and fields. Poi- 
son ivy, oak and sumac have 
appeared in city gardens; and 
poison ivy has been known to 
form a beautiful growth up the 
side of a house. Poisonous oils 
from these plants can be car- 
ried in the smoke from burn- 
ing trash, or on a dog’s coat. 

If you can detect poison pl- 
ants, they can often be avoided. 
Poison ivy and its close kin, 
poison oak, are three-leafed 
plants which may grow as low 
bushes or climbing vines. They 
may be mixed with honeysuckle 
and other climbers. Poisonsu- 
mac, an eastern swamp plant 
with seven to thirteen leaflets 
and small white berries, usua- 
lly grows as a shrub. 

If you have been exposed, 
wash thoroughly all affected ar- 
eas with warm water and soap; 
then sponge with a strong al- 
cohol solution. Using rubber 
gloves, clean your clothes in 
an oil solvent and soapy water.

Deal Positively 
With Your Child 


School closing is atime ofre- 
joicing for children and a time 
for mothers to get a sinking 
feeling, says Dr. Barbara Fite, 
Extension human development 
specialist. 

As summer days get warmer 
and longer children run out 
of things to do and places to 
go, and mothers become fran- 
tic. While there is no sure 
formula for insuring a peace- 
ful and productive summer with 
young children underfoot, a few 
techniques may help parents, 

Be positive in your attitude 
and approach. Make positive 
rather than negative suggest- 
ions. 

Expect the best in behavior 
and comment on a child’s str- 
engths rather than his weaknes- 
ses, adds the specialist. If 
you expect the best, a child will 
usually live up to your expec- 
tation. 

Use a quiet voice and man- 


ner. Children will strain to 
hear what is being said. Your 
calm will be contagious. Ag- 


gressiveness breeds 3ggres- 
siveness. The less emotional 
you are, the less emotional 
the child will be. 

Offer simple choices to chil- 
dren whenever possible. But 
choices should only be offered 
if you intend to accept the de- 
cisions made 

Dr. Fite says children feel 
more interested and involved 
in things for which they have 
something to say. Participat- 
ion also prepares children for 
decision. making later. 

~ Speak a child*s name before 
giving directions. -A nod or 
glance can indicate interest. 
Moving closer to a child and 
listening with eyes, as well as 
ears, assures him of your at- 
tention. 

A sense of humor offers re- 
assurance and can relieve ten- 
sion. Sarcasm is to be av- 
oided. 

Respect the childas you would 
want to be respected. Respect 
his right to be himself. 

When using discipline, Dr. 
Fite says to provide a way to 
help the child save face. Re- 


member, children have feelings. 
Children want your love.

Sprinkling sugar over your 
breakfast cereal instead of 
letting the manufacturer do 
it for you saves about one 
cent per serving. 

And cooking your own oat- 
meal instead of using the in- 
stant individually packed 
variety saves about five cents 
per serving. 

These savings were recent- 
ly brought out in a compara- 
tive cost study of convenience 
foods by Carolyn A. Raab, 
University of Wyoming Ex- 
tension nutritionist. 

While partially or fully- 
prepared food items do save 
time, they cost more than 
many consumers realize. 

As _a matter of fact, the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture says the cost of this 
built-in service in conve- 
nience foods has gone up 
more than the food ingredi- 
ents themselves. 

Frozen French fries, for ex- 
ample, cost twice as much 
per ‘serving as those you 
make from fresh potatoes. So 
do frozen hash browns. 

Slicing your own cheese is 
another way to save on food 
costs. Ready-sliced cheddar 
costs 17 cents a pound more 
than unsliced. 

Instant pudding—the kind 
that needs no cooking—is a 
cent higher per serving than 
regular pudding. And ready- 
to-eat pudding that comes in 
cans costs twice as much as 
instant.

Alabama Justice Heflin 


United States Chief Justice 
Warren Burger has paid tri- 
bute to Alabama Chief Justice 
Howell Heflin for his work in 
court modernization and_indi- 
cated that the University of Ala- 
bama may be the site for one of 
five regional court management 
schools now in the planning 
stages. 

Burger complimented Heflin 
for his work in upgrading Ala- 
bama’s court system in a visit 
to the University at Tuscaloosa 
this past week.

New operating loan policies 
and authorizations of the Far- 
mers Home Administration pro- 
vide that loans may be made to 
rural youth. Announcement of 
the new loan program to be sp- 
onsored by the Farmers Home 
Administration, was made today 
by Bill Ray, County FHA Super- 
visor, 

Recent changes inthe FHA op- 
erating loan policies and autho- 
rizations provide that loans may 
be made to rural youths for mod- 
est, income-producing projects 
in connection with their partici- 
pation in Future Farmers of 
America, Future Homemakers 
of America, 4-H, and similar 
organization activities. 

Supervision will be provided 
the youth to the extent neces- 
sary to achieve the objectives 
of the loan and to protect the 
interests of the Farmers Home 
Administration. Such assist- 
ance consists of farm, home, 
recreation and nonfarm plan- 
ning, record-keeping, analysis 
and providing management ad- 
vice. The youth’s project ad- 
visor will be expected to per- 
form a major role in planning 
and supervising the youth’s pro- 

ject. 
Rural youths are those who 
have not reached the age of 21 
and who do not reside in any 
area in any city or town which 
has a population in excess of 
ten thousand inhabitants. Pro- 
ject advisors consist of Voca- 
tional Agricultural Teachers. 


Home Economics Teachers, 4-H 
Club Advisors, County Exten- 
sion Agent and other similar 
sponsors or advisors. 

All youth projects must be 
recommended by their project 
advisor. In addition, youths who 
have not reached age 21 must ob- 
tain their parent's or guardian’s 
recommendation for the loan. 

Loans may be made to ini- 
tiate, develop and carry on a 
farm or nonfarm project incon- 
nection with rural youth’s par- 
ticipation in Future Farmers of 
America, Future Homemakers 
of America, 4-H and similar or- 
ganization activities. The pro- 
ject must produce sufficient in- 
come to meet expenses and debt 
repayment 

Rural youth interested in ob- 
taining additional informationor 
in applying for a loan may con- 
tact the local FHA Office located 
in New Brockton, Alabama.

Battery C, local unit of the 
Ist Battalion, 117th Field Artill- 
ery, completed its first week of 
Annual Training on June 22 at 
Ft.

not a pleasant thought for one 
conscious of his innocence.” 


Most courts agree, frowning on 
undue publicity given to a person 
who has been cleared of a crimi- 
nal charge. Nonetheless, privacy 

like all legal rights — has its 
limits. 

Another complaint was filed by 
a man who had been acquitted of 
receiving stolen property. He 
wanted the police to remove his 
photograph and fingerprints from 
their private files. 

But this time, the court said no. 
The court said keeping good rec- 
ords is a key to effective police 
work, adding: 

“An accurate identification sys- 
tem may be an assistance not only 
in finding the guilty criminal but 
in clearing an innocent suspect.” 

A different aspect of the prob- 
lem arose in a homicide case, 
when the defendant objected to 
evidence that some years earlier 
he had been convicted of man- 
slaughter. He said he had already 
paid his debt to society, and was 
therefore entitled—under the pri- 
vacy doctrine—to keep his past a 
closed book. 

But the court ruled that his past 
could be reopened, because a sec- 
ond offense is more serious than a 
first offense. 

“One who has been convicted 
of crime (forfeits) whatever right 
of privacy he may have pos- 
sessed,” said the court, “to the 
extent that the protection of so- 
ciety requires such forfeiture.”
